Dr..By He OGivens and Mrs. K. Oralg Jones, representing the heirs to the property in gquestion,
appeared before the Oouncil relative to the proposed purchase by the City of the property at 1175
Angelina Gtreet for a Negro park, the Oity's offer for said property being $6000.00 and grantors
retaining title to the improvemente thereon. After some discuseion, the matter was taken under advise-
ment,

For the full thirty-nine years of his service he was sincerely devoted to the welfars of
our schoolss Iven after his retirement he was a genercus and unselfish counsellor and advisor. His
record as Public Schood Superintendont has no squal in Texas. Bix mayors hoaded the Olty of Austin's
administration during his tenure of office,

Under him, the Austin schools expanded from a system poorly supported and inadequately housed
to one of which every Austin citisen is proud, and for whioh every oitisen is grateful,

For endless yoars to come, the people of Auetin will benefit by the acts and doeds of this
boloved and worthy citisen as the children he loved and worked for take their places in tho affairs of
our ocommunity; theraefors,
